of Butterfly in France 
Butterfly culture in the south of 
France Is rapidly growing In popular­ 
ity. 
Here, 
under 
expert 
scientific 
guidance, hundreds of beautiful speci­ 
mens are bred. The fanns are provid­ 
ed with special leafy trees and plants 
on which the eggs are hatched. 
Di­ 
rectly the young appear the branches 
ore taken to a well-ventilated room, 
where they are placed in jars of water. 
As soon as the caterpillars have eaten 
up this first supply of leaves fresh 
branches are provided. 
Having been 
In an even temperature for about two 
weeks, the young caterpillars are taken 
out into the open, where they are 
placed on plants protected from birds 
by nets. 
When fully grown this pro­ 
tective net Is removed and soon they 
retire into cocoons or roll themselves 
up into leaves. These are collected and 
stored In boxes, where in a very short 
time butterflies of wonderful hues are 
evotved. Cross-breeding has been tried 
and numerous experiments are con­ 
ducted to obtain brilliant and original 
markings on the wings of these insects, 
which are afterward sold to collectors 
or for the adornment of women's hats 
and dresses.

Early symptoms of communicable 
diseases ane stressed in lectures given 
to the teachers by Dr. J. I*. Ritenour, 
the college physician. 
The teachers 
are learning to know the type of ill- 
nes8 that should be barred from the 
class room until the school nurse or 
physician, can be reached. These dis­ 
eases include scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
measles, chicken pox and the like. 
The sign* and symptoms of diseases 
of childhood are also of prime impor­ 
tance in the instruction, particularly 
of malnutrition, rickets, tuberculosis, 
tonsilar and adenoid diseases. 
A gn at deal of the usual spread of 
diseases among school children could 
be avoided if teachers in charge are 
able to identify the earlier stages in 
time to get those afflicted out of con 
tact with other pupils, according to 
Dr. Ritenour. 
The young women teachers enrolled 
in Dr. Ritenour’s first aid class are 
rapidly developing expertness in pre­ 
paring all sorts of bandages and oth­ 
er measures necessary for relief to 
possible school boy or girl injuries. 
Prevention of accidents and first aid 
with poison and drowning cases are 
also emphasized.
